BUSINESS FAILURES INU. S. 
MADE HIGH RECORD IN 1922 


Quadruple Those of Boom Year— 
1919—and JTAabilities Are Five 
Times Total of That Period. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YQRK. Jan. 3.—Business 
failures in-the United States estab- 
lished a new high record in 922, 
Bradstreet’s reported yesterday. 


Last_year’s failures totaled 22,~00, 
the report showed, 11.9 per cent 
more than 1921, and 164 wer cent 
more than 1920. As compared with 
the boom year of 1919, the 1922 
failures were four times as great. 

Last year’s liabilities, however, to- 
taling $646,955,633, were 14 per cent 
less than in 1921, but 51 per cent 
greater than those of 1920, more 
than five times 1919’s liabilities and 
81 per cent in excess of those. in 
1914. 

Assets of 1922 faflures were $264,- 
602,488, which totaled 66.3 per cent 
over the liabilities. The number in 
} business in the country w4s 2,074,- 
617, a gain of 1.2 per cent over 1921. 

The Middle Atlantic States, the re- 
port said, led in the total of failure 
damage, while the Southern States 
led in the loss by casualties.

It is interesting 
to note that theoreticaMy the 
gold deposit even now almost 
covers the entire note circula- 
tion, plus the entire national 
debt. The deficit in the current 
budget is 1,000,000,000,000 pa- 
per marks. Deposits abroad by 
private German citizens are vari- 
ously estimated at 2,000,000,009 
to 7,000,000,000 gold marks. 
The total of the paper marks 
sold abroad at fairly good ex- 
change, but now nearly worth- 
less, is estimated to have been 
40,000,000,000. 

The current foreign trade def- 
icit is estimated at from 2,000,- 
000,000 to 3,000,000,000 gold 
marks. This is supposed to be 
amply covered by German de- 
posits abroad. As yet there is 
no considerable unemployment 
in Germany and most of the 
factorieg aré reported to be oper- 
ating at fut capacity nearly all 
the time.

“Mr. Nations thinks about half the people in 
the &hase Hotel on New Year's eve sympathized 
with him, and he intimates that had he re- 
mained to give battle the forces of law would 
likely have held the field. 

“That may be so. Nevertheless, are we not 
warned that laws must derive from popular con- 
sent? I think so. The history of the worid is 
picturesquely ftllustrated by the consequences of 
trying to enforce laws that did not derive from 
popular consent, and it is surprising we have 
not given up the idea that the thing can be done. 

“The difference between enforcing the one 
kind of law and the other is that whereas laws 
deriving from popular consent are violated by 
only the enemies of a society standing behind 
them, laws not deriving from popular consent 
are perhaps violated by all those over whose 
protest they were made. 

“It takes a good psychologist to undergtand 
what he is up against in the enforcement ef a 
law not deriving from public consent. and if 
he is at the outset less than that he needs to be 
a great military strategist to escape with his 
skin. I don’t think Mr. Nations is either. He 
failed in the first instance and fled in the sec- 
ond, which I regard as a fortunate turn for the 
thing to have taken omce it set out unfortu- 
nately.
